Useless for Pneumonia, Dr. Bevan 
Tells Medical Society. 


-ne assistance in the fight against this dis- 
ease. The sooner the profession will ac- 
knowledge this to the public and set to work 
to discover some specific to save pneumonia 
patients the better for all concerned.” 

This startling statement by Dr. Arthur 
D. Bevan, who stands high in the profes- 
sion, stirred up the members of the Chicago 


Schiller bullding last night. 

Several physicians sprang to their feet to 
protest against this arraignment. All had 
to admit, however, that there is no definite 
remedy known, and they based their pro- 
tests solely on the contention that they might 
influence the patient favorably by easing 
him somewhat and by the moral effect of 
their presence. 


Quotes Health Bulletin. 
Dr. W. K. Jaques started the discussion by 
reading a paper on “ Factors That Influence 
Pneumonia.” The recent bulletins of the 


fatalities from pneumonia and the seeming 
inability of the medical profession to check 
its ravages had quickened the interest of the 
physicians in. the subject, and they gave the 
opinions of Dr. Jaques special attention. 

In one of the recent health department re- 
ports pneumonia was characterized as having 
taken the place of consumption as “ the 
captain of the men of death.” 

Pneumonia was declared by Dr. Jaques to 
be the disease of impaired vitality—the dis- 
ease of the aged. He said that the triumphs 
of medicine in other diseases increagse that 
class which must die of pneumonia. In dis- 
cussing the various attempts made to in- 
fluence pneumonia he stated that there is an 
antitoxin made from the pneumococcus 
germ, but that its value had not been demon- 
strated. 

Statement of Dr. Bevan. 

It was in the general discussion following 
the paper that Dr. Bevan hurled the bomb 
into the medical camp. He reminded the 
doctors-that there was no specific treatment

To Prevent Pigmentation. 

According to Dr. Hill, the negro’s skin is 
more sensitive than that of any other human 
being, and for that reason more pigment is 
thrown out to protect him under the climatic 
eonditions in which his forefathers were 
born, the intense heat of the tropics making 
this necessary. By preventing pigmentation 
Dr. Hill believes the child of colored parents, 
which is generally born white, turning dark- 
er undér the sun's rays, will become whiter 
than the Caucasian race. 

This is following the idea of Dr. Fenson, 
the Norwegian scientist, who found by put- 
ting a chameleon under violet rays that the 
pigment or throwing off of color is not of 
such marked extent as under the ordinary 
light rays. 

To Use Red Light Alone. 

For this reason red light as actinic rays 
will be employed in making the experiment, 
for the reason that they have a subduing 
effect and are not rays that irritate and pre- 
vent pigmentation. A roomina hospital will 
be provided which will be completely fur- 
nished in red walls, ceiling, flooring, and 
furniture. Bed clothing and curtains are to 
be of that color, and patient, attending phy- 
siclans, and nurses will wear red gowns, while 
the only light will come through red globed 
lamps. Not the faintest particle of any con- 
trasting light will be permitted in tire room.

Judge Brown Denies Habeas 
Corpus Writ and He Must 
Serve Out Year. 


WCARLE ALSO REMANDED 


‘fleld That Plea of No Contract 
for Boarding Prisoners Is 
Without Merit. 


Ald. John J. Brennan slept last night in 
the bridewell, again a prisoner in the cus- 
tody of Supt. Sloan,*his fight for escape 
from the penalty of the law through a tech- 
nieality having been decided against him 
py Judge George W. Brown. At the same 
time Judge Brentano remanded McCarle, 
the second of the trio of vote buyers, to the 
pridewell. Kent, the third prisoner, will 
hear the decision of Judge Honoré this 
morning at 10 o'clock. 

In the opinions of both Judge Brown and 
Judge Brentano the contentions of Bren- 
nan’s attorneys were overcome by Assist- 
ant State's Attorneys Barnes and Barnett. 
The issues put forth were not matters to be 

d upon by a habeas corpus proceeding. 

Brennan's only hope now is in a reversal 
ef the sentence passed upon him by Judge 
Gary when presented to the Appellate court, 
where the case could hardly be heard until 
after the one year’s time of the sentence 
had expired, or through another writ of 
habeas corpus for some other reasons not 

_pefore advanced. 
Courtroom Crowded. | 


The courtroom, as has been the case since 
the Brennan writ has been on hearing, was 
erowded in the afternoon with Eighteenth 
ward politicians and employés of the city 
nail, Brennan came into the room with his 
guard and “Jimmy “ Quinn.

Chemists in the city laboratory submitted 
the asbestos side to a blow pipe heat of 
1,922 degrees, Under the conditions of the 
ordinance the steel curtain must stand atest 
of 1,500 degrees on the stage side for ten min- 
utes without showing more than 500 degrees 
on the auditorium side. Mr. Mears’ curtain 
withstood the test, showing only 447 degrees 
on the auditorium side. The curtain can be 
lowered from five different parts of the build-

rules of safety that anybody without any 
expert knowledge would have said were ab- 
solutely essential at the Iroquois theater. 
But how the mayor, who is simply at the 
head of the city government could be held 
responsible for any misconduct on his part 
in view of this evidence I cannot concede. 

*“‘It seems to me it would have been just 
as reasonable to say that, because an asylum 
for the insane burned, and one was not many 
years ago, burned at Anna in this state, and 
because lives were lost there that the gov- 
ernor could be held over by a coroner’s jury 
for being a party, a criminal party to such 
loss of life, and held over criminally to.a 
grand jury because, forsooth, an asylum 
under the charge of one of his appointees, 
the warden, had burned. 


State Buildings Firetraps. 

“I suppose, by the way, that if any one of 
the public institutions of Illinois were exam- 
ined by a man having but little knowledge of 
what is necessary for safety with reference 
to fire, they would be condemned. 4 cer- 
tainly have visited public buildings in this 
state that I thought were fire traps. I felt 
-almost guilty, because I had not cried out and 
complained that the lives of children and 
helpless women and sick men were there in 
peril, and I have gone to the extent ofinsist- 
ing myself that provision be made for secur- 
ing the safety of the inmates in case of fire. 

‘It seems to me it would be just as logical 
to say that, because there should be a de- 
struction of a building at West Point or An- 
napolis by fire, and lives should be lost there, 
and, if you please, because there was négli- 
gence or incompetence in the men at the head 
of those schools, because the superintendent 
was really negligent, had neglected his duty 
in a gross manner, to say that the president 
of the United States should be held over by 
a coroner’s jury to answer for an indictment 
by a grand jury for criminal complicity. 


Without Ba&is in Law or Facts. 


** Now, the mayor of the city occupies rel- 
atively the same position the governor does, 
and that the president does. It seems to me 
that itis a great wrong—lI do not hesitate to 
say that, under the evidence as this record 
discloses it, and under the facts admitted by 
the representatives of the state that have ap- 
peared here in court, to place upon the mayor 
of the city this undéserved stigma as | find 
it to be, without any basis in the law or in the 
facts as they have been testified to before the 
eoroner’s jury upon which it can be properly 
based. 

‘*The order of the court will, therefore, be 
that the petitioner be discharged from all 
custody on account of this finding of the 
coroner.’’ 


Finding Is Made Specific. 


Mr. Trude—I would like to have the specific 
finding, if your honor wilil insert it, that there 
is no crime or misdemeanor—as prayed for. 

The Court—I §nd that there is nothing in 
this evidence, nothing been suggested to me 
by the state’s attorney, that shows that he 
has been guilty of any complicity in these 
homicides, or this particular homicide, or that 
he has been guilty of any dereliction of duty, 
or any misdemeanor of any kind. That ismy 
finding and judgment. 


Move in Habeas Corpus Case. 

The first move in the habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings followed a long conference in Cor- 
poration Tolman’s office in the morning. 
The mayor, Maj. Tolman, Attorney Trude, 
and the mayor's bondsmen, William Pres- 
ton Harrison and Heaton Owsley, went to 
the office of the sheriff in the Criminal Court 
building, where the bondsmen formally sur- 
rendered the principal into custody. 

The state’s attorney's office was notified 
of the proceedings and that a petition fora 
writ of habeas corpus would be made before 
Judge Tuthill. Chief Deputy Sheriff Peters 
was the custodian of the yor in the trip 
to Judge Tuthill’s court, where the petition 
for the writ was filed. The executive en- 
tered into a new bond, with his brother and 
4. 8. Trude as sureties, and the matter of 
the writ was taken up. " 


Mayor Rejects Technicalities. 

After a study of the coroner’s verdict, 
which was a part of the petition, the court 
announced his readiness to grant the writ 
on technical grounds, and was met with 
an objection by the mayor'sattorney. There 
was before the judge a transcript of the 
testimony staken before the coroner, several] 
thousands of pages. 

“It stands before your honor to read that 
record and discharge the relator on the 
merits of the case,’ said Attorney Trude.. 
“We don’t want any discharge on a tech- 
nicality. It is @ue to the reputation of the 
mayor of Chicago, irrespective of the man.” 

‘This is a long record,” protested the 
court. “‘ Perhaps Mr. Barnes can designate 
the pages on which the evidence against 
Mayor Harrison is to be found. That wil! 
expedite matters.” 


Mr. Barnes Is Noncommittal. 


“I Say to your honor,” said Mr. Barnea, 
“that when your honor asks me to point 


out in that record and say emcyy > there | 
is anything that tends to show mayor 
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of the city of Chicago is guilty of something, 
not named, I am not prepared to doit. As 
I said at the beginning, I don’t wish to be 
put in the position of .saying he is guilty 
of anything. I don’t wish, either, te be put 
in the position of shirking responsibility of 
inquiring whether he is or not. What the 
state asks is that the court get at the facts, 
and then, knowing the facts, determine what 
is the law and act accordingly.” 

“It would facilitate matters greatly if the 
state’s attorney would give the court the 
facts briefly,’’ said the judge. ‘‘ Was the 
mayor aware of conditions in the theater?” 


Only Legal Charge Malfeasance. 


“T believe, so far as the record discloses,’ 
said Mr. Barnes, ‘‘there was no report 
brought to him as to the condition of the Iro- 
quois. I presume if there was no report 
brought to him, and he could act only when 
a report is brought to him, that then he couid 
not legally be charged with malfeasance.” 

“ Then you concede——” began the court. 

“I don’t concede anything as to the law 
or the facts,”’ said Mr. Barnes. ‘ The record 
shows that a short time before the theater 
opened the mayor received a report from 
Building Commissioner Williams that all of 
the theaters in Chicago were violating the 
law. Now, the question, and the chief ques- 
tion, at issue is this: Is the mayor guilty of 
any omission of duty devolving upon him in 


that office, under the ordinances or under ’ 


the common law, knowjng that there was not 
a theater in the city of Chicago complying 
with the law, knowing that his appointee, 
the building commissioner, had not done his 
duties in that respect—is he responsible for 
permitting another theater to open in the 
meantime without inquiring of that commis- 
sioner of buildings whether that new theater 
had complied with the law?” 


No Color for Manslaughter. 


‘IT shall take that statement as a basis for 
eonsideration at present,’’ said Judge Tut- 
hill. ‘* Now, to say that the mayor is respon- 
sible for the negligence of a building com- 
missioner, if the latter were negligent, would 
be to say that he is responsible for the negli- 
gence of a policeman or a fireman, because he 
appoints them all. The law is that when he 
appoints a man to office he is only morally 
responsible in so far as he appoints a fit and 
proper person. But this matter I will de- 
cide later. Do you consider that thereis any 
color to a charge of manslaughter, Mr. 


‘Barnes?” 


“I say now that I am of the opinion that 
so far as I know the evidence, and so faras I 
have examined into the law, the mayos cer- 
tainly cannot be held to the grand jury for 


_anything more than malfeasance,”’ said Mr. 


Barnes. 
Doubts Right of Coroner’s Jury. 


‘In such an event,” continued Judge Tut- 
hill, “I have grave doubts whether the 
coroner’s jury had the right, when, In an in- 
quiry’ which is only to ascertain cause of 
death, to say that some person is guilty of 
some other offense. The jury went outside 
its field of operation.” 

** I questioned, myself, whether the coroner 
could arrest anybody for anything else than 
for unlawful killing,” said Mr. Barnes. 


Court Reads the Testimony. 


The court having been referred in the 
record to the testimony of Mayor Harrison, 
Building Commissioner Williams, and Chief 
Musham of the fire department, he asked for 
an hour in which to read it. Adjournment 
was then taken until 3 p. m., when Judge 
Tuthill delivered his decision the 
Mayor.

PERSIAN VIZIER. 
SPOILS PROGRAM. 

Premier of “ King of Kings” 


Arrives Too Late for a 
Consular Banquet. 


COMES WHEN CITY SLEEPS 
Chicago Diplomats Wait in Vain 


for Mr. Ali Asghar Khan | 
Atabek Zam. 


Mis exctliency Ali Asghar Khan Atabek 
Azam, grand vizier of Persia, with his son.ané 
five other Persian officials, passed through 
Chicago last night on his round the world pil- 
grimage to Mecca. 
While the city slept, the grand vizier of the 
“" King of kings” came and went without a 
Tripple of excitement. It was, however, a 
day of excitement for the representatives of 
half a dozen foreign powers,-ever alert in 
Chicago as elsewhere, to preserve interna- 
tional good humor. 
When the date of the grand vizier’s arrival 
in the city became known it devolved upon 
R. T. Crane Jr., consul at Chicago for the 
“ King of kings,” to receive the august vis- 
itor. But he was out of town, and having no 
secretaries and under secretaries attached to 
his consulate he had to send a hurried request 
to his brother-in-law, DB. A. Russell, to ar- 
range a reception. 


Plan Luncheon at Noon. 


Mr. Russell transmitted a request to Baron 
Schlippenbach, the Russian consul, to meet 
the grand vizier and extend to him the hos- 
pitality of Chicago. Then it occurred to the 
diplomatie circle that international courte- 
sies really demanded a reception by all the 
representatives of foreign powers. Accord- 
ingly a luncheon was arranged to be given 
by the consular corps at the Chicago club 
at noon, the arrival of the grand vizier hav- 
ing been announced for 9 a. m. The con- 
sular corps, headed by Baron Schlippenbach 
and Princé Engalitcheff, and not without 
Mr. E. A. Russell, representing the person-. 
al entourage of the Persian consul, so un- 
avoidably detained, arrived at the Chicago 
club on the minute, all magnificent in un- 
dress uniforms and frock coats. But there 
was no grand vizier. The right hand of the 
king of kings was reported somewhere in 
a Minnesota snow drift, and the train six 
hours late. 


Dinner at 6 Is Arranged. 

So the consular corps held a diplomati¢ 
conference the result of which was an in- 
ternational entente to the effect that the 
reception function should be a dinner at 6 
instead of a luncheon. Thereupon the con- 
sular corps departed to frame an identical 
note to their respective powers on the devel- 
opments of the situation. At 6 o’clock the 
diplomats returned, tuis time resplendent in 
dress uniforms and evening clothes de rigeur. 
It is reported that there was even a sword 
or two dangling at the sides of foreign rep- 
resentatives. 

But 6 and 7 o'clock came and there was 
no grand vizier. Mr. Russell at last brought 
the ‘news that the titled traveler was out of 
the snowdrift, but would not arrive till close 
to midnight. The consular corps again went 


-Into secret session to debate the mysterious 


attitude of the Persian government in the 
prevailing crisis. 

The outcome was a pacific stand on the 
part of the diplomats. It was shown that the 
act of the grand vizier in failing to keepa 
dinner engagement had been the result of 
circumstances beyond his control and there- 
fore could not be construed an act of--war. 
But it was argued that it would be a. breach 
of diplomatic dignity to sit up till midnight 
for the envoy of the king of kings, it being 
held that.international courtesies are not in 
force after that hour. Most of the diplo- 
mats therefore retired, leaving Baron Schiip- 
penbach to meet the distingyished visitor 
and report on the latest phase of the regret- 
table international incident this morning. 


Near Midnight When He Comes. 

The Russian consul, In full regalia, accom-« 
panied by Prince Engalicheff, Josef de Slu« 
bicka. secretary of the Russian consulate 
and Mr. Russell, was at the Northwestern 
station when. the train arrived at Il p. m 
Gen. Isaac Khan, Persian minister at Wash- 
ington, was first to alight from the coach. 
He assisted the grand vizier to the platform 
and introduced him to Baron Schlippenbach 
who in turn presented the Persian official 
to the rest of the party. 

With the grand vizier were his son, Mirza 
Ahmed Khan, the Persiaga-~'~ ister of educa- 
tion, Mehdi Guami Kha id Private Secre- 
tary Ahboul Kerim Ki@ui. There were alse 
three students, Houssi Khan, Abasse Khan, 
and Abdullah Khan. Jules Clerfayt, repre- 
sentative of the transsiberian railway at 
San Francisco, was in charge of the travel- 
ing arrangements. 

The grand vizier is a stout man, apparent- 
ly 5&5 years of age. His complexion is 
swarthy and his sparse beard Is streaked with 
gray. His hair was entirely concealed be- 
neath an astrakhan fez. Aside from the 
fez he was dressed, as were all the party, 
in European clothes. 


Pilgrims Waiting for Him.

writ because of my official position. It was 
due to me personally and-to the City of Chi- 
cago to have the matter tested in the court 
as soon as possible.

Conspiracy Charge Is Made. 


Following the discharge of the mayor, the 
charge was made that the action of the cor- 
oner’s jury in extending the blame to the 
mayor had been the result of a conspiracy. 
William Preston Harrison, the mayor's 
brother, issued the following signed state- 
ment: 

This entire thihg has been a contemptible con- 
spiracy concocted not alone by a hostile faction 
in the democratic party 
enemies of the mayor, but reaches out much far- 
ther, and will be found to drag in names that 
the public never would suspect. The motive 
should be apparent to anyOuu, 
under the surface of things. I do not care to 
say any more than this, but I do not hesitate 
to state that a line on the real persons has been 
obtained. There may be some skyrockets. 


Charge Foreman Meyer with Animus. 


In explanation of the charge, a declaration 
was made by one of the employés of the 
mayor's office that Foreman Meyer of the 
coroner’s jury might be connected with the 
plot to injure the mayor. 

“The furniture house of which Mr. Meyer 
is manager,” said this employé, “ once sold 
furniture to some cheap hotels which later 
were closed by order of the mayor. The fur- 
niture was thrown back on the company un- 
paid for. We can produce the affidavit of a 
man who will swear that Meyér, in reference 
to the closing of the hotels, made the threat 
to “ get even” with the mayor whenever he 
should get the chance.” 

Mr. Meyer last night denied that he felt 
any personal hostility to the executive. 

“ Any one who says an ulterior motive was 
connected with the holding of the mayor to 
the grand jury is guilty of falsehood,” he 
said. “‘ The jury only tried to do its duty to 
the public.” 

Thomas Caréy, the Twenty-ninth ward 
alderman, sent his sympathy to the mayor 
from Los Angeles, and expressed the opinion 
that the jury’s action was “ manifestly, con- 
cooted by political enemies,”

fronts, and at the ends of the long, square 
sleeves. The tiny circle of the family crest 
is always dyed into the kimono, on the back, 
fronts, and sleeves. These painted crapes 
are more esteemed than embroidered ones, 
and often more costly. 

Designs for kimonos are the product of 
great artists today, and one buys books of 
such designs by Korin and the masters of 
old, classic, and favorite motives that are 
always in fashion. ‘The garment is first 
measured and basted together—there is no 
first, second, and final fitting for a Japanese 
gown, nd miserable quarters of hours on foot 
before a mirror, while an anxious woman 
distributes pins around one’s waist line. 

The crape is then of the plain bluish white 
tint in which it comes from the factory. The 
beautiful design is painted with a brush on 
the moistened crape, stretched firmly on a 
board, one color at a time. Each color is 
covered with resist or mordant, the crape 
moistened again, another color applied and 
dried. Then all the painted part, the white or 
tinted ground with its design, is covered with 
resist and the whole garment dyed the re- 
quired color—black, purple, gray, or lilac. 

These careful processes at the hands of the 


most skillful Uzen artisan-artists account | 


for the quadrupled cost of the initial plain 
white crape kimono, which is afterwards 
lined with the richest silk and stiffened 
around the bottom with many thicknesses of 
silk floss wadding. . The crape petticoats 
worn under such a gown have usually a slight 
decoration in Yuzen at their front edges; and 
at the edges of the sleeves one sees the many 
silk coats of different colors worn beneath 
the gown. 

The feature of a Japanese woman's dress 
Js the broad obi or sash, tied in as many 
ways as there are provinces and great cities, 
differences in age, and social rank in the 
empire. A soft crape girdle holds the kimono 
in place, and then the broad obi, thirteen 
inches wide and four yards and a half long, is 
wound twice around the body and disposed in 
its great loop. A narrow silk cord passes 
over the obi, beneath the loops at the back, 
and fastens in front with a finely wrought 
metal fastening, this, and the beads on the 
cord, and the button or toggle at the end of 
niro or pouch cords, are the only pieces of 
jewelry that belong with a purely Japanese 
costume. Many Japanese women, however, 
who cling to their native dress on all occa- 
sions, wear beautiful rings, set with precious 
stones, and they all greatly like to wear the 
plain gold wedding ring. a 

The obis of heaviest silk and gold thread 
brocade are the pride of their wearers, and 
the most costly part of the costume. From 
the shining 6 and 8 yen obis of gold paper, 
raw silk, and cotton that look like the 
gorgeous Kindan nishiki (gold brocaded silk), 
the obis ‘quickly mount to 50, 100, and 160 
vens in value. An obi at the latter price was 
the most costly four yard and a half strip 
shown by Kioto silk weavers at the Osaka 
exposition this spring, a fabric that was all 
a sheen of finest gold threads. These obi 
silks, woven twenty-seven inches wide, are 
Goubled and sewed together with a thin 
layer of silk wadding between, and the bars 
and cross threads that mark the end of the 
web finish the end of the sash in full view. 

At this wedding reception there was such 
a display of beautiful Yuzen kimonos and 
gold brocade obis as I have never seen before, 
and one glittering sash and then another 
so distracted one’s whole attention that con- 
versation was impossible. There was one 
geometric arrangement of squares and dia- 
monds of gold woven in with threads of 
golden brown silk, and another obi was a 
sky,of brilliant red, flecked with gold clouds 
and haze, across which flew flocks of white 
storks with black tipped wings. This last 
one was worn by a beautiful girl, and it was 
not chance that brought me often in range 
of her superb sash. 

Many of these splendid fabrics are heir- 
looms that have descended from mother to 
daughter for more than one generation, but 
while the Japanese, dress seems to present 
no points of difference from decade to decade 
to the purblind barbarian, there are distinc- 
tions each year and each season. Japanese 
women easily recognize and greatly envy the 
wearers of the latest obis and the patterned 
kimonos of this season’s fancy.

WRIGHT A POISON VICTIM. 


PROMOTER ENDED LIFE WITH CY- 
ANIDE OF POTASSIUM. 


Supposed to Have Taken Tabloid 
Across His Face While Court Was 
Announcing Its ‘Decision—Tragic 
End Is One Topic in Circles Where 
Chief Character in Many Enter- 
prises Was Well Known. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, Jan. 27.—The post mortem on 
the body of Whitaker Wright shows that the 
promoter committed suicide by taking cya- 
nide of potassium yesterday, following his 
sentence for fraud. It is recalled tha, when 
Wright arose to receive sentence he took 
out a handkerchief and wiped his face, pre- 
sumably seizing the opportunity to swallow 
a tabloid or tabloids of cyanide of potassium 
from a vial found in his pocket after death. 
The police also found a loaded revolver at 
full cock on Wright’s body. The coroner’s 
inquest will be held ‘Thursday. 

Wright's features sgowed no trace of the 
suffering he must have endured prior to 
death. His face was calm and peaceful. 
His brain was found to have been abnormally 
large. Portions of the deadly tabloids, still 
undissolved, were found in the stomach, 
Wright evidently having swaiuowed several 
of them. 

It is now supposed that Wright's consump- 
tion of tabloids for indigestion and insomnia 
during the last days of the trial was de- 
signed to disguise, in case of necessity, the 
taking of the fatal dose. According to the 
doctors the dead man prolonged his agony 
by taking too many of the tabloids, as a 
smaller dose would have brought death more 
swiftly. 

Tragic Event One Topic. 

Wright's tragic end is the one topic of in- 
terest and is everywhere discussed in all its 
features. The possibility of the promoter’s 
escape from justice by suicide was clearly 
foreseen by Detective Willis, who brought 
Wright from New York. Acting on hints 
dropped by Wright during the voyage Willis 
gave the court officials a special warning to 
keep the closest guard over him. . 


Strange Paper Found. 

A strange document was found on the seat 
in court which had been occupied by Wright, 
showing that he had a premonition of his 
sentence. This was a sheet of blotting paper 
on which he had scribbled during the justice’s 
summing up. The Roman characters “ VII.”’ 
were thickly scattered over the whole sheet. 
This was before the verdict, but the number 
coincides with’ the sentence he received. In 
the middle of the the sheet apears the word 
“intent,’’ the last word Wright wrote.

Dodge, his former wife married Charles W. 
Morse on June 16, 1901, but it was not until 
last fall that Dodge appeared in New York 
and began proceedings to have the divorce 
set aside on the ground that it was illegal, for 
the reasons stated. The court declared the 
divorce decree invalid. Judge Bischoff on 
Jan. 7 granted a decree and anulled Morse’s 
marriage. 

At this stage of the case William A. Sweet- 
zer, who had been Mrs. Dodge’s lawyer in 
the divorce action, came forward with a dec- 
laration that Dodge’s assertion was untrue, 
that he personally had served him with a 
summons in the sult. Sweetzer produced let- 
ters purporting to have been written by 
Dodge to a lawyer named Mortimer A. Ruger, 
since dead, in which the latter was authorized 
to represent Dodge in the trial of the divorce 
suit, and which, if genuine, showed that 
Dodge was aware of the action against him. 

From New Orleans, where he then was, 
Dodge pronounced these letters forgeries, 
and still maintained he had not received 
legal notice. Should the charge against 
Dodge be proved, Mrs. Dodge will find her- 
self legally separated from both men, as the 
annulment of her marriage to Morse will still 
stand. This situation could be relieved only 
by a second marriage, but concerning this 
neither Morse nor his former wife will say 
a word.

DRIVES CAR A MILB IN 38 


Ww. K. VANDERBILT JR. BREAKS 
WORLD'S AUTORECORD. , 


Covers Distance Straighaway on Or- 
mond Beach Two-Fifths of Second 
Faster than Ford’s Time on Michi- 
gan’s Ice Course—Says It Can Be 
Done Faster by the Same Machine 
‘He Used, Which Is of Ninety Horse 
Power. 


Hotel Ormond, Fia., Jan. 27.—{Special.]— 
William K. Vanderbilt Jr., in his ninety horse 
power imported racing car, today lowered 
the mile straightaway record of the world 
to 39 seconds, cutting two-fifths of a second 
off the record Henry Ford made on the ice 
course at Bast Baltimore, Mich., just pre- 
vious to the automobile show, going seven 
seconds faster than ever was seen in Europe, 
where Angiers did :46 on the famous Dourdan 
road with an eighty horse power car, 

Vanderbilt drove his car as straight as an 
arrow, deviating from the course; which 
he laid at the edge of the waves, but once, 
when he trie@ to avold a more than ordinary 
sized ‘‘ comber,” and failed. The car jumped 
some, clearing the ground at times by two 
feet, but he lost none of his control in this 
way. Traveling at the outset about 130 feet 
@ second, he was going probably 140 feet at 
the end. His finishing sprint was faster 
than the startoff, and for this reason he 
says :30 can be beaten, and believes 138 
can be made. 

Wanderbilt showed no tremor as he came 
back to the tape to learn the time. He dis- 
mounted and walked to the hotel, here the 
timers were comparing watehes. They found 
thtee of the five watches at-the start stood 
alike, and at the finish there was a slight 
variation—two-fifths of a second—from 
which an average was taken. The slowest 
time would have beaten the record. 

Mors’ timing system could not be used, 
as the tide was coming tp rapidly when 
Vanderbilt asked to go, and the timing in- 
strument was at the fifteer mile point, re- 
quiring some time to move it fourteen miles. 
A match race was on at the time for the 
fifteen mile distance. 

Alfred Reeves, H. M. Adams, J. L. MeGin, 
W. T. Leighton, and Col. W. A. Thompson 
beld the watches at the start, and A. D. 
Proctor Smith, A. G. Batchelder, and W, H. 
Hall timed the finish. 

Vanderbilt said his ride was, perhaps, a 
good one, but it could be beaten. This was 
demonstrated to be so under like circum- 
stances, for in a fifteen mile match race L, 
H. Bowden of Waltham defeated 8. N. Ste- 
vens of Rome by eleven seconds, traveling 
fifteen miles in 10:18, an average speed of 
:41%. This was the first heat of their $500 
match race. 

Vanderbilt, who has named his machine 
Ormond Fiyer, is reported to have said that 
in a private trial he had driven it in :35. To- 
morrow the mile championship of the A. A. 
A. will bring together Vanderbilt, Oldfield, 
Bernin, and Lamberjack. 


WASWIFT BEATS GOLD MONEY. 


Tichenor Castoff Runs a Clever Race at 
Oakland—Golden Idol Does 
Better.

SAVED BY HUMAN LIFE LINE. 


Northwestern Student Breaks Through 
the Ice Far Out on Lake 
Michigan. 


After battling vainly for his life for fifteen 
minutes in the icy waters of Lake Michigan 
David D. Stanfield was rescyed by Clair 
Jaenke and James J. Lescher, fellow students 
in Northwestern university, last evening. 
Stanfield owes his life to the “‘ human life 
line’ taught students on the life saving crew 
at Evanston, which was employed by Lesch- 
er and Jaenke in saving him. 

Stanfield and his companions, while skat- 
ing, had ventured two miles out on the ice. 
As it grew dark Lescher and Jaenke heard a 
cry and saw Stanfield disappear. 

Both hurried to his assistance. On account 
of the thinness of the ice neither could ap- 
proach closely enough to rescue the drown- 
ing man, so Lescher lay down on the ice, 
grasping Jaenke’s feet in front of him, and 
pushing his own feet back for Stanfield to 
grasp. Before Stanfield could be taken 
ashore his hands, feet, and ears were frozen.

Promised Him $12,000 for 
Return of Her Letters. . 


WOMAN DENIES IT ALL. 


‘Declares Defendant Threatened 


to Kill Her Unless She Paid 
the Blackmail. 


James G. Tilbury, the coachman being 
tried on the charge of attempting to black- 
mail Mrs. Hollis M. Thurston, his formef em- 
ployer, took the stand in his own defense 
yesterday afternoon. In answer to the ques- 
tion, “ Did Mrs. Thurston ever offer you 
money?’ he made the following statement: 

“*James, if you want to gave me you 
must go away,’ Mrs. Thurston told me. * Mr. 
McLaren said that reports have been circu- 
jated that Mr. Thurston has left me on your 
account. You have letters I wrote to you, 
and I shall give you $12,000 for them and 
start you in the automobile business. When 
I get a divorce from Thurston I shall come 
to you.’” 

John McLaren, the banker, previously was 
said to be a friend of the family. 


Says Mrs. Thurston Made Offer. 


Tilbury next made the charge that Mrs. 
Thurston had offered te buy the letters. 

‘““Mrs.* Thurston told me if‘I would give 
her the letters and write a statement that 
I never had received any letters from her 
and that everything was square bétween 
us she would pay me,” he declared. ‘ We 
had an agreement that she was to give me 
the mohey and we should call everything 
off, and I should go to England. 

“Tt was on Friday afternoon that Mrs. 
Thurston called me into the house and spoke 
to me concerning the letters," continued 
Tilbury. “The next morning one of the 
giris at the house called me in and said Mrs. 
Thurston wanted to speak to me over the 
telephone. Mrs. Thurston told me she would 
have the money for me. She offered me 
$3,500 when she first spoke of the letters, and 
when I told her I did not care to sell them 
she raised the price to $12,000. 

“T called Saturday morning to see Mrs. 


Thurston, when a policeman put a revolver | 


to my head and took me to the police sta- 
Keeps Letters, Fearing Treachery. 

”“ Why didh’t you take the letters with you 
when you met her Saturday morning?” asked 
Assistant State’s Attorney Crowe. 

“I thought she was deeciving me and I be- 
lieved she Wanted the letters and would get 
them by strategy,” replied Tilbury. 

The defendant also asserted Mrs. Thurs- 
ton had told him “ something that hé didn’t 
care to state at this time ’’ when she offered 
him money for the letters. ,.Tilbury then said 
Re came to the United States in 1891, during 
a furlough from the British army. Mé never 
retirned. - 


Woman in Part of Accuser. 


_ Mrs. Thurston, appearing for the state, 


suid she had discharged the coachman on 
Jan. 15 because she had heard he was cir- 
culating reports concerning her. 

“Tilbury came to me at 2 o’clock that 
afternoon,’’ declared Mrs. Thurston, “ and 
ehid: ‘I demand that you give me $3,500 or 
I will kill you.’ He had a revolver in his

upstairs and said an afternoon newspaper 
had offered him $5,000, 10 per cent on every 
paper sold, and a position for life Jor the 
létters. He dec he wanted $10,000, and 
then he-raised it to $11,000 and to $12,000. 
He demanded I should have the money by 
10 o'clock the next morning or he would 
fill me with bullets.” 

The witness declared Tilbury again threat- 
ened her life in a conversation over the tele- 
phone, and raised his*priée to $12,500. 

‘Tilbury will be cross-examined today.

FINDS CHAMPION 


President Webster of State) 


Board of Health Comes 
to Defend Prices. 


Doctors Decide It Is Needed to 
- Reduce Cost of Antitoxin 
for Diphtheria.

A vigorous defense of.the antitoxin trust 
and the increase of prices for serum was 
made yesterday afternoon by Dr. George W. 
Webster, president of the Illinois state board 
of health, in addressing a meeting of physi- 
cians In the Unity building. 

His declaration that the trust was selling 
scrum as cheaply as possible precipitated a 
discussion which led the physicians'to adopt 
a resolution declaring that an anti plant 
should be established, “ inde ent of all 
commercial concerns.’’ Dr. Robert B. Preble, 
president of the Chicago Medical society, 
urged that the matter be laid before the city 
council. 

Dr. Webster Defends Trust. 

““T do not believe there ts any law giving 
the state board of health power to manu- 
facture antitdxin,”’ said Dr. Webster, and 
if we have the power we have not enough 
funds to start the work. The entire appro- 
priation made by the is $10,800, 
not enough to pay the clerks. I do not believe 
it ig necéssary for the state or the city to take 
ap this work. At the price which reputable 
firms have supplifed antitoxfin to the city, 
and considering the price at which they now 
offer ft, I do not believe the establishment of 
a plant would be advantageous.” 

Here Dr. Webster was interrupted by Dr. 


Frank X. Wallis, secretary of the Chicago 


Medical society, who said: 

“I understand it costs Massachusetts 50 
cents a thousand units for the serum it manu- 
factures. New York state pays from 30 to 40 
cents for its product. The ‘ reputable firms’ 
which Dr. Webster speaks of have made an 


offer of $1.88 a thousand units for the serum | 


in any quantities.”’ 


Says Nothing Would Be Gained. 

“ I have heard there has been a second bid,” 
said Dr. Webster, ‘“‘ and I am sure these firms 
will supply the se at the most liberal 
terms possible.

ard has increased out of proportion to the 


price.. 1 should like to ask if it was not be- 
cause of New York City’s abuse of the supply 
of antitoxin granted it by the state of New 
York that the law was. passed restricting the 
sale to the state of New York.

“The city of Chicago took thid serum, 
supplied it at cost by the state of New York, 
and sold it to physicians who in turn sold it

reputable firris. I do not believe Illinois 
can manufacture the serum at the cost for 
which it is offered by the busines$ houses."

After this discussion the physicians passed 
resolution declaring that the conaituwn ot 
the ‘antitoxin market is such as to render 
it wise that a plant “ independent of al! com- 
mercial concerns’ be established. 

“It ig necessary that we have such a 
source of stipply,’’ said Dr. Pre es 
institutions in existence which might pos- 
sibly take up thie manufacture are the state 
board of health, the city board of heaith, the 
University of Illinois, and the Memorial In- 
stitute for Infectious Diseases.

Mrs. Lulu Prince Kennedy, Being Tried 
for Murder, Faints When Mother 
Admits Defendant’s Remarriage. 


Kaneas City, Mo., Jan. 27.—Mrs. Lulu 
Prince Kennedy, on trial a second time for 
the murder in January, 1901, of her hus- 
band, Philip H. Kennedy, collapsed in court 
today when her mother admitted the defend- 
ant had been secretly married since her 
conviction for the murder of her husband.

BODIES OF HARWICK MINE 
VICTIMS BEING RECOVERED. 


Seventy-one Dead Taken Out, but Only 
Eighteen Are Identified—Official List 
Is Given Out. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Jan. 27.—Three days have 
elapsed since the explosion at the Harwick 
mine of the Allegheny Coal company, and 
tonight at midnight seventy-one bodies have 
been brought to the surface. Only eighteen 
of these have been identified. 

The Allegheny Coal company tonight in 
an official statement admitted that all of 
the men who were in the mine when the 
explosion occurred must be dead. There 
are 171 names on the list, which does not 
include Selwyn M. Taylor nor the two 
men who were on the tripple above the mine 
shaft when the explosion came, nor Daniel 
Lysle of Castle Shannon, whose body was 
found in the mine this morning. He was 
one of the men who went down in the mine 
to work last night, but became separated 
from the rest and wandered far ahead of 
the air. His body was found sitting with 
his back to the wall of one of the rooms. 
He had evidently been overcome by the 
afterdamp 


List of Names Made Public. 

The list of 171 names was made public to- 
night by Sheldon Parks, treasurer of the 
company, and C. L. Terry, the secretary, 
after a consultation with General Manager 
George W. Scheetz. Mr. Terry saysitis pos- 
sible that one or more of those included 
may have escaped death, but this is hardly 
probable. The only man included in the list 
who is known to be living is Chris Gunia, 
who is not yet out of danger. He is the 
man who was found at the bottom of the 
shaft by the rescue party headed by Selwyn 
M. Taylor. 


Known Dead Number 174. 

This brings the official number of known 
dead up to 174,‘but the list may still be in- 
complete, as it is possible that some boys 
may have gone into the pit to work under 
their fathers’ direction whose names have not 
yet been ascertained. Hutchinson, the cus- 
todian of the lamps, says that between 150 
and 190 lamps were given out on the fatal 
Monday morning, and no’ man was given 
more than one. 


PROSECUTION RESTS CASE 
IN MACHEN POSTAL TRIAL. 


Pcstoffice Inspect >-s Williams and Far- 
rell Tell of Convérsations in Toledo 
with Dr. and Mrs. Il orena. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 27.—The prose- 
cution in the trial of August W. Machen and 
others charged with conspiracy to defraud 
the government in connection with the sale 
of Groff letter box fasteners, rested its case 
today. Today’s testimony was confined en- 
tirely to postoffice inspectors. Inspector 
Mayer, under continued cross examination, 
declared that he made no promise of im- 
munity from prosecution to D. B. Groff. 

Inspectors Wi'liams and Ferrell detailed 
their convergations in Toledo with Dr. and 
Mrs. Lorenz prior to their arrest. From 
Mrs. Lorenz they said they had secured a 
statement that she never knew or heard of 
D. B. Groff, and that she had received no 
checks from him, and had no knowledge of 
her husband receiving any. In answer to 
various questions put to Dr. Lorenz, both 
inspectors stated that Dr, Lorenz said: ““That 
ia none of your business. That ismy personal 
affair, and I don’t propose to answer.”’ 

Inspector Williams admitted that he had 
said to Mrs. Lorenz when the visit to her was 
made that there was evidence which could 
not be disputed that checks aggregating $20,- 
000 or more had been sent to her and had 
been indorsed by her. On further question- 
ing Mr. Williams said that at the time he 
made the statement he wasinerror. He aiso 
said that he never saw any check of D. B. 
Groff indorsed by Mrs. Lorenz. 

Inspector Crowell was recalled and sub- 
mitted a transcript of the letter press copy 
books of the free delivery division relating 
to payments by postmasters for Groff fasten- 
ers. In a few instances, the witness said, he 
had found orders from paymasters to furnish 
the particular quantities paid for. 


SAY GIRL IN MAN’S ATTIRE 
WAS STUDENT AT PRINCETON. 


Young Woman Is Reported to Have Been 
Member of Classes Until Her Sex Was 
Discovered by Accident. 


Trenton, N. J., Jan. 27.—[Special.}—It is 
reported in Princeton university that a girl 
student in man’s attire nearly completed her 
college course, when a sudden iliness resulted 
in the discovery that she could never become 

a candidate for the football team, and she 
to her home. 

Every student in the university has heard 
the story. Scores of inquiries have been 
made at the infirmary re@#Arding the report,.

| PHROUGH CARS TO SOBURB 


BOWMANVILLE ELECTRIC ROUTE 
TO BE OPENED TOMORROW. 


Trolleys Will Run Dtrectly to County 
Bailding, Obviating Necessity of 
Change from Cables at Wrightwood 
Avenue—System Will Save 
Time for Travelers—Horses for the 
Sedgwick Street Line from Ran+ 
deiph to the Depot at Polk. 


The new through line of electric cars from 
Bowmanville to the downtown district will 
be opened tomorrow morning. This statement 
was made yesterday by Receiver M. E. 
Sampsell after General Manager Roach had 
reported that the twenty-six new cars and 
the switches and overhead connections were 
ready for use. The cars have been in the 
company’s shops for several days, but a delay 
was caused in installing the motors. 

Residents of the Bowmanville district no 
longer will be compelled to transfer to and 
from cable cars at the Wrightwood avenue 
terminus. The traction company officials 
declare that a considerable saving of time 
will result. Trial trips over the entire 
route were made during the afternoon in one 
hour and forty-eight minutes, with an allow- 
ance for delays. 

Cars Every Four Minutes. 

Cars are expected to run at four minute 
intervals over the following new route: 

From Bowmanville terminus of Lincoln avenue 
line south to Halsted street, south in Halsted

TYTHILL’S RIGHTEOUS DECISION. 

Probably nine-tenths of the community 
will approve of the action of Judge Tuthill 
in setting aside that part of the verdict of 
the coroner’s jury relating to Mayor Har- 
rison. It was clear to the judge, who had 
read the evidence, that the mayor could not 
be held responsible for the Iroquois fire. It 
was illegal to bind him over to await the 
action of the grand jury. It was wrong to 
Make him appear a criminal to those who 
do not fully understand the merits of the 
case. 

The matter is one which ig personal not 
mevc.y to the mayor but also to the people of 
Chicago. They do not wish to see the chief 

executive of their city paraded before the 
countryin any such relation as that in which 
the coroner’s jury placed him. 

It should be a source of congratulation to 
citizens without distinction of party that 
Judge Tuthill, acting in the light of the law 
and the facts, has relieved the mayor of the 
weproach which was put upon him by the 
“coroner's jury. 


HARRISON AND BLANEY. 
. Mr. Harrison once said that the trouble 
“with the civil service law was that it did 
mot have enough exits. You had‘to prove 
“that a man was a burglar, and a dope fiend, 
“and a body snatcher before you could per- 
suade the civil service commission to throw 
him out. 
Mr. Harrison forgot at that time that the 
members of the civil service commission 
‘were his appointees. Later on, when he 
remembered this circumstance, he must 
have been humiliated to notice that under 
pressure from the aldermanic graft com- 
mittee the civil service commission got 
strength enough to do a great deal of throw- 
ing out which had never before entered its 
mind. 
We hope that Mr. Harrison is not due to 
* ~have a similar experience in connection with 
Boiler Inspector Blaney. Mr. Blaney, like 
he civil service commissioners, draws his 
nuthority from the chief executive of the 
Feity. The chief executive can coerce him 


™ into a better frame of mind. A creator 


usually has influence with his creatures. 
Mr. Harrison can now give Mr. Blaney the 
prod that he might have given the civil 
service commission six months ago.. 
Mr. Blaney seems to be undermining the 


~ civil service law in his department. The 


fact that he is doing this has been brought 
to Mr. Harrison’s attention. If the under- 
mining continues the responsibility will lie 
ot only with the appointee but with the 
appointer. Let us for the moment excuse 
Mr. Harrison from all responsibility for 
civil service officials, though his appoint- 
ment of the civil service commission gives 
him a hold even on them. Let us confine his 
responsibility to the conduct, the known ac- 
knowledged conduct, of his boiler inspector. 
Let us watch—and pray. 


ENGLISH AND ILLINOIS JUSTICE. 

Whitaker Wright, the English promoter 
found guilty of embezzlement and sentenced 
to seven years’ imprisonment, took cyanide 
of potassium and was dead in an hour. 

If he had lived in Chicago he would have 
put off the potassium remedy indefinitely 
and tried other emollients for his troubles. 

As soon as the verdict was rendered his 
lawyer would have entereg@a motion for a 
new trial as a matter of course. If it were 
refused, they would have gone to the Ap- 
pellate court fora supersedeas. Next would 
have come an appeal to the Supreme court. 
In Hngland there is no right to an appeal. 
If the state Supreme court refused to re- 
verse the trial court, Wright’s Chicago 
Jawyers would have pretended that a federa] 
‘question was involved in the case and tried 
to get a United States judge to assume juris- 
diction. If that had proved a failure, a loca] 
or imported judge would have been impor- 
tuned to free the criminal! in habeas corpus 
proceedings. Al! efforts might have failed, 


' pithough this is unlikely, but Wright would 


have been kept out of the penitentiary for 
several years, and meanwhile would have 


. gone at large on bail.

THE “GOOD NATURED” MAN. 

To indict Mayor Harrison for malfeas- 
ance or misfeasance in office is one thing. 
To indict him for criminal] responsibility in 
the matter of the Iroquois fire is quite an- 
other. 

If a blanket indictment for maladminis- 
tration were to be found against the mayor 
it would be easy to prove that he has been 
easy going, “ good natured,” and indulgent 
in the performance of his duties; that he 
has failed to enforce the ordinances strictly; 
and that he has been lax and negligent in 
many directions. But no lawyer and no 
man of hard, common sense would expect 
to see the mayor convicted on such an in- 
dictment. by a jury of his fellow citizens. 
He was accused of maladministration a year 
ago and three years ago, but the voters 
acquitted him by re#lecting him. 

A conviction in the case of the Iroquois 
fire would be even more difficult. The two 
immediate subordinates of the mayor who 
are responsible for the inspection of theaters 
were not chosen for political reasons. They 
were not politicians. It does not appear 
that they were ordered by the mayor to 
favor the Iroquois or to suspend any ordi- 
nances for its benefit. That theater was 
never specially reported to the mayor as 
-being «unsafe, nor as lacking any of the 
usual fire appliances. It was believed to be 
the’ safest house in the city, and it would 
have been had it possessed any apparatus 
for extinguishing fire. 

Indictment of the mayor on account of 
the Iroquois fire will help the building com- 
missioner and the fire marshal to go scot 
free. If the mayor is responsible they are 
not. If any jury should find him guilty it 
would, in so doing, acquit his subordinates, 
It would hold that they were carrying out 
the orders of their chief or were crippled 
and paralyzed by his known indifference to 
the enforcement of measures to insure the 


publi¢ safety. 


The mayor has been the best example of 
the “ good natured”? man in public office 
ever known in Chicago. He has permitted 
every kind of violation of the ordinances. 
He has suspended some and enforced others 
—when there was no resistance to their en- 
forcement. Only yesterday it was reported 
that he intended to apply to the council for 
information as to whether it wished the 
midnight closing ordinance to be enforced 
or not. Something of the same kind was 
done in the case of the fire ordinances two 
months ago. The mayor reported to the 
council that no theater was complying with 
the ordinances, and wished the council to 
let him know whether it desired the theaters 
to be made to obey, or whether it preferred 
to change the ordinances. In the meantime 
he construed the failure of the council to 
act to mean that the ordinances had been 
“suspended.” This is a specimen of offi- 
cial logic which will commend itself to the 
favor of persons who are constantly seek- 
ing “how not to do it.” ‘ 

When this has been said it is only fair to 
add that no mayor ever enforced strictly 
all the provisions of the municipal code, and 
no mayor can do it. If, for example, any 
mayor were to carry out literally the ordi- 
nance in regard to the obstruction of side- 
walks there would be a riot in South Water 
street. If the present mayor were to en- 


| foree strictly the regulation which forbids 


the posting of bills in the downtown dis- 
trict he would strike hard at some of his 
friends who are putting paper two or three 
times a week on street corner boxes, and in 
so doing are violating one of the best and 
most useful provisions of the municipal 
code. 

If the mayor were to enforce strictly the 
smoke ordinances delegations of “ promi- 
nent citizens”’ would crowd his office the 
next day asking for a suspension of its pro- 
visions in their favor until they céuld get 
new boilers and furnaces. If he were to 
enforce fully the ordinance in regard to 
rendering establishments he would alienate 
some of his most powerful friends in the 
stockyards district. If he were to enforce 
with blind impartiality the midnight clos- 
ing ordinance he would offend some night 
workers who feel they are.as much entitled 
to have their wants ministered to as per- 
sons employed during the day. 

Still, it would be a refreshing change if 
Chicago were to have a mayor who would 
attempt to enforce the ordinances with ener- 
gy and discretion, and who did not assume 
constantly that they are passed to be “ sus- 
pended.” That is an excellent way to ex- 
tend the area of the mayor's political in- 
fluence, but it is not the best method of 
promoting good government. 

Politics is what the ordinances are chief- 
ly used for nowadays. The enforcement 
of the ordinances in some cases and the sus- 
pension of them in others serve to make the 
city administration which deals with them 
almost impregnable and enable it to com- 
pass its reélection about as often as _ it 
wishes to. 

If it were possible to bring about a union 
of the best elements in both political par- 
ties for once to choose a nonpartisan mayor 
who would attempt to give the city a good 
administration strictly in accordance with 
business principles, there would be at least 
a breathing spell for law-abiding citizens in 
Chicago. Then an example of wise and 
beneficent government might be established 
that it would be difficult for succeeding 
mayors to depart from. 


DISHONEST BANK OFFICIALS. 

What is the matter with some of the bank 
officials? Within the last three weeks thir- 
teen of them, including three presidents, 
five cashiers, three tellers, one treasurer, 
and one director, have gone wrong, wrecked 
two or three banks, and embezzled $1,041,- 
410 of depositors’ money. Mr. George Rose, 
cashier, succeeded in closing the doors of 
the Produce Exchange Banking company 
of Cleveland and three of its country 
branches by embezzling $189,000 and los- 
ing it in grain speculations. Mr. John P. 
Goggin, treasurer of the Nashua (N. H.) 
Trust company, did not speculate nor did 
he squander money in riotous living. In 
gratitude to a friend who secured him his 
position he kindly took $100,000 out of the 
bank and advanced it to the friend, who 
found himself unable to return it. Result, 
stockholders will lose their money certain- 
ly, depositors possibly. Mr. Justus L. 
Broderick, president; Wilson L. Collins, 
cashier; and Walter Brown, director, of 
the Indiana Natfonal bank at Elkhart, 
wrecked the bank, it is charged, by using 
its funds to bolster up insolvent concerns. 
Result, less than $50,000 in the bank’s 
vault with which to meet $300,000 of de- 
positors’ money and the ruin of some of the 
depositors. Mr. Albert C. Twining, ex- 
president of the First National bank at

The remaining cases are not so conspicu- 
ous. The embezzlers did not wreck banks 
nor ruin depositors. They simply took sev- 
eral thousand dollars intrusted to them, lost 
it on Wall street, and could not make good. 
It is a long time since there has been such 
a period of stealing from banks. Is it the 
outcome of the recent speculative collapses 
on Wall street? If so it is likely that there 
will soon be an end to the liquidation of 
dishonesty. Is it simply the recurrence of 
one of those cycles of bank defalcation and 
wrecking which come with a certain degree 
of regularity? If so, then it will have to 
have its run. How long that will be no one 
can say. Usually the epidemic is short 
lived though the losses may be severe. 


THE BOSSES OPPOSED TO GOOD MEN. 

The peculiar method of electing sanitary 
district trustees not merely enables the 
bosses to put in the board the men they think 
will be most useful to them there but also 
to put out of the board men who are not 
subservient to their wishes. There is a re- 
markable example of this in the case of B. 
A. Eckhart, one of the most useful, in- 
telligent, and itfustrious men ever elected 
to administer the affairs of the sanitary dis- 
trict. He was expelled from the board by 
the bosses because he would not become a 
party to the jobs they wished to promote. 

Agaiu we call the attention of our Hyde 
Park friends to the fact that they are répre- 
sented on the drainage board by a man who 
could not be elected constable in Hyde Park 
if running on an independent ticket. They 
have been deprived of the services of about 
the best trustee the district his ever had 
simply because the high priest of harmony 
in Hyde Park and his associate bosses ob- 
jected to an honest administration of the af- 
fairs of the sanitary district.

RESIDENT LOUBET, like Emperor 
William and the czar, is an ecclesi- 
astical dignitary as well as a temporal 
ruler.

Last but not least the president 
eannot be excommunicated or even barred 
from the sacraments by any bishop, arch- 
bishop, or cardinal without the formal and 
ofticial sanction of the pope himself. 

This dignity of canon of the Roman Basil- 
ica of St. John Lateran, confirmed by article 
XVI. of the concordat or treaty negotiated 
by the first Napoleon and the papacy, which 
still governs the relations of the latter with 
France, was first conferred upon King Henry 
IV. of France iri recognition of his gift of the 
rich abbey of Cluisac in Languedoc to the 
chapter of the basilica. The abbey and its 
riches were confiscated by the French revo- 
lutionary government at the close of the 
eighteenth century. But in spite of this the 
papacy and the basilica maintained the 
canonry as an hereditary possession of the 
ruler of France for the time being. 

The president as canon has a number of 
other ecclesiastical prerogatives. I have 
only mentioned here some of the most nota- 
ble ones. At the beginning of each year the 
president and the chapter of the basilica ex- 
change formal good wishes in writing, those 
sent to the chief magistrate of France be- 
ing addressed'to him as “‘ the venerable "'— 
that being the prefix to which the canons are 
entitled. 


In France, where family events are to a 
far greater degree notified by means of 
cards, or “ faire parts,”’ than by advertise- 
ments in newspapers, intimations of mar- 
riages, births, deaths, and engagements be- 
ing thus made known, the fashion has now 
sprung up of sending out divorce cards. Dis- 
solutions of matrimonial ties have become so 
frequent in France that something of the 
kind has become necessary, the more espe- 
cially as not one in a hundred divorces grant- 
e”_' secures any mention in the press. The 
cards are couched as follows: The Marquis 
de —— has the honor to inform you of the 
divorce pronounced in his favor by a judg- 
ment, Oct. —, 1903, against Mme. Louise 
R—.,”’ the blank standing for the maiden 
name of his former wife. 
It is difficult to understand why there 
should have been any trouble at the White 
house fast week in connection with the con- 
troversy as to the relative precedence of the 
members of the Supreme court and of the 
diplomatic corps. The right of the ambas- 
sadors of Russia, Germany, Austria, Great 
Britain, France, and Italy, as well as of 
Mexico, to precedence over the chief jus- 
tice and the members of the Supreme court 
of the United States is unquestioned, and 
should be observed at private entertain- 
ments as well as at official functions, no mat- 
ter whether they happen to be in honor of 
the judiciary or not. On the other hand, 
it is, of course, preposterous to dream of 
giving the “ pas’’ over the judges of the 
Supreme court to minor members of the for- 
eign diplomatic corps, no matter whether 
they happen to be “ chargés d’affaires,’’ sec- 
retaries, or mere attachés. Any attempt to 
give them precedence over the members of 
the Supreme court would be justly resented 
by the latter as an‘affront, until it had been 
explained to them that the affair was due to 
a mistake. Nor would it be tolerated at any 
foreign court. 
—_-

cape inland, it is evident that it is only by 
water that he would be able to elude those 
bent on either taking his life or depriving 
him of liberty. 
It is therefore of vital importance to him 
that he should have some fast boat of his 
own, which, with steam constantly kept up, 
should be available for use at a moment's 
notice instead of his being dependent as 
now on some foreign guardship or merchant- 
man, which might or might not be available 
at the time. One thing is certain—namely: 
the sultan is not a yachtsman. He is 
afraid of the water, and the slightest motion 
of the boat affects him with seasickness. 

A coal black negro of the name of Daniel 
Solomon has just died at Cape Town at the 
age of 100, where he lived for the last quarter 
of a century, his chief title to Gistinction 
being that he was the full fledged brother-in- 
law of an English earl and peer of the realm 
~—namely: the late Lord Stamford. The lat- 
ter, an eccentric old nobleman, for many 
years active as a missionary in south Africa, 
and a clergyman of the church of England, 
married in 1880 his Hottentot cook, a negress 
of the name of Martha Solomon, by whom he 
left at his death in 1890, a mulatto daughter, 
born subsequent to the marriage, and a son 
who came into the world prior thereto. The 
dusky widowed countess of Stamford has 
since married a Boer of the name of Pieter 
Pieterse, at Wynberg, Cape Colony, and old 
Daniel Solomon, who, at the age of 12, had 
heen sold as a slave, was her only brother. 


The fact that both Lieut. Gen. Chaffee, the 
ranking officer of the United States army, 
and his predecessor, Lieut. Gen. Samuel 
Young, should both have risen to the loftiest 
eminence of their profession from the ranks, 
having each enlisted in 1861, serves to call 
attention to the fact that Spain ts today the 
only country left besides this one where 
privates in the army can still hope to reach 
the highest honors of their profession. Capt. 
Gen. Polaveija, now chief of the military 
household of King Alfonso, and the most 
influential figure in Spanish military life, 
served his way up from the ranks, and there 
are some other veteran Spanish generals of 
whom the same can be said. But in France 
the days when every private was supposed to 
carry in his knapsack the prospective baton 
of field marshal are gone. Careers such as 
those of Marshal Pelissier, duke of Malakoff, 
and of Marshal Bosquet are no longer pos- 
sible. Indeed, the scientific training de- 
manded from military commanders is such 
that only those can hope to reach the higtrést 
rank who have had the advantage of grad- 
uating from the various staff colleges.

DR. HARPER SAYS CHICAGO 
 ISNOTA BAPTIST SCHOOL. 


Head of University Rejects Denomina- 
tionalism and Declares Jews Made the 
Great Institution a Possibility. 


That the Jews of Chicago made possible the 
University of Chicago, that the university is 
not a Baptist institution, and that religious 
denominationalism in universities is “‘ nar- 
rowmindedness '’ were the statements made 
by President Harper yesterday morning in 
an address to the senior class on “‘ The At- 
titude of the University Toward Religion.”’ 
President Harper’s talk was part of a series 
on the organization and policy of the uni- 
versity. 

In showing how the present university had 
been the outgrowth of the old University of 
Chicago, itself a Baptist institution, Presi- 
dent Harper had told of John D. Rockefeller's 
preliminary offer of. $600,000, contingent on 
the raising of $400,000 by the beard of trus- 
tees. He told how $250,000 had been raised 
and no more money was in sight. 

When hope almost was abandoned,” he 

continued, “ the Jews of Chicago made pos- 
sible the success of the project. Members of 
the Standard club, composed of prominent 
Jews, came to our aid with a contribution of 
$50,000. This gift gave us encouragement 
and was instrumental in enabling us to raise 
the sum needed. We cannot thank the Jews 
too much. We have more Jews on our fac- 
ulty than any other university in America.”’ 
With reference to the relation of the uni- 
versity and the Baptist church, Dr. Harper 
said: 
‘*The university charter requires that the 
president and two-thirds of the trustees be 
members of the Baptist church. I believe 
the clause referring to the president was a 
mistake. We ought to be allowed to pick 
the best president possible, regardless of 
creed. The clause regarding the board of 
trustees is a wise provision, though it might 
as well have said Presbyterians or Metho- 
dists, so long as it required a majority from 
one denomination, and thus avoid the possi- 
bility of dissension. 

*“ The university always will be a Christian 
institution, and will stand for the great 
principles of broad Christianity. But the 
university is not Baptist. It is not kept up 
by Baptists alone. It is not attended by a 
majority of Baptists. Its professors are 
elected without regard to their religious be- 
liefs. 

“Outside of the contributions of Mr. 
Rockefeller $99 out of every $100 given us has 
been from persons not Baptists. Not one 
building on the campus was given by a 
Baptist. History made it necessary that the 
university should be founded under Baptist 
influence, all other denominations having 
schools in or around Chicago. But éenomi-

Domestic science means the science of the home, and the home in- 
cludes father, mother, and children. It means, then, all that is for 
the best welfare of these individually and collectively. | 


LESSON NO. 153.—Influence of domestic 
science. 


HE report of the fall term of the School 
of Domestic Arts and Science, publish- 
ed this month, gives occasion to reiter- 
ate some of the ways in which its in- 
fluence is apparent. 

It is not only the clear and capable instruc- 
tion provided by the school which Is of value, 
but the uplifting of drudgery by a view of 
the possible ideal, and its consensus of ex- 
perience tending to simplify each lakorious 
and petty detail. 

In everything we are learning that deeper 
knowledge leads to simplicity. Even as an 
appreciation of the value of artistic lines 
eliminates the desire for overfussiness in 
dress, so a clearer comprehension of the 
broad essentials of housekeeping relieves 
the weary worker and gives repose and har- 
many to the home. To import business 
methods, careful accounts, scientific adjust- 
ment of food values, and sanitary perfec- 
tion into the house is to make it. more 
homelike, establishing an order which 
makes possible a finer, freer individ- 
uality. Like the introduction of ma- 
chinery into the commercial! world the ap- 
plication of labor saving system in house- 
keeping sets free the higher brain for high- 
er uses, The woman whose overtaxed phy- 
sique aches under the burden of a large fam- 
ily and insufficient help loses her sense of 
proportion. If she could bring to her cares 


-the impersonal scientific judgment of a 


trained observer she would see many places 


where work might be lightened and com-; 


fort increased with the same expenditure. 
whether of money or of nervous force. 

It is, therefore, matter for rejoicing’ to 
see the clearheaded leaders helping their 
weaker or more burdened sisters to an appre- 
ciation of these possibilities. 

How much help there is in the single point 
ot attitude is perhaps seldom realized. 

An intensely personal point of view is the 
ineradicable feminine tendency. Not neces- 
sarily egotism nor selfishness, but rooted in 
that very nature which nourishes with life it- 
self those dependent upon it, Serviceable as 
this tendency is im establishing the sanctity of 
heme, the individual woman should constant- 
ly guard’ against its overindulgence. The 
entrance of woman into the business world 
did them good service in enlarging their 
capability for the heretofore masculine facul- 
ty of detaching personality from the work 
in “hand. | 


In the domestic field the application of this 
faculty is more slowly perceived, but the 
need is great. To use this power of self- 
detachment, and rise out of the swamping 
flcod of petty detail into a sense of proper 
proportion and true relation of things, i» 
rest and refreshment beyond belief by those 


' who have not experienced it. 


To make of housekeeping an ‘“ exact”’ 
science will not divert or decrease woman's 
peculiar and instructive genius, but by add- 
ing the unemotional directness of more mas- 
culine methods we may become less effem- 
inate, but more wisely feminine; not woman- 
ish, but more richly and truly 3

Worth Trying— 

SWEDISH ROLLS.—One pint milk scalded, 
whites of two eggs, half cup butter, one- 
quarter cup sugar, one scant teasponful salt. 
Dissolve the sugar, butter, and salt in hot 
milk. When lukewarm add yeast and beaten 
prhites of eggs. Mix in enough flour, knead 
twenty minutes. Let it rise until light, then 
knead again lightly. Roll out into rectangle 
pieces. Spread over this a thin layer of salt 
butter. Sprinkle with sugar, cinnamon, 
grated lemon rind, and currants. Roll likea 
jelly roll. Cut off slices, one inch wide, lay 
cut side down on greased pans, bake fifteen 
to twenty minutes. 

EGG VERMICELLI.—Three eggs, four 
slices bread, one cup white sauce. Cook 
thirty minutes. Separate whites and yolks, 
toast bread and cut into points or squares; 
chop whites and add to white sauce. Pour 
over. the toast. Press yolks through sieve 
and put this on top, garnish with parsley. 

WHITE SAUCE.—Two large tablespoonfuls 
of flour, two large tablespoons of butter, one- 
quarter teaspoonful of salt, few grains of 
pepper, one cup mflk. Mix all dry ingredients 
together, put butter on fire to melt, add dry 
ingredients to melted butter, and lastly pour 
in the milk’ 

GOOD DOUGHNUTS.—One-half cup but- 
ter one cup sugar, one and one-half pints 
flour, one and one-half teaspoons baking 
powder, one egg, one and one-half cups milk, 
a little nutmeg. Cream butter, add sugar 
gradually, and cream together, add egg, add 
alternately milk and flour to consistency of 
soft dough. Do not separate egg for dough- 
nuts. 

YORKSHIRE PUDDING.—Three eggs, one 
scant teaspoonful of salt, one pint of milk, 
one cup flour. Beat eggs until light, add 
milk, and salt, put one-half cup mixture on 
flour and stir to a smooth paste, add remain- 
ing mixture, and beat well. Bakein hot gem 
pan thirty-five minutes. Baste with drip- 
pings from beef. M. O'BRIEN. 


Deviled Dishes— 


Are winter breakfast favorites. 
DEVILED CRACKERS.—Melt two ounces 
of butter in a stewpan; when it boils 
pour over the biscuits; add two taplespoon- 
fuls of milk or stock; cover them and leave 
them to become saturated with the milk and 
butter. When soft grill them: well on both 
sides*spread with the mixture made of one 
dessertspoonful ef anchovy, one teaspoonful 
of curry paste, half a-teaspoonful of mus- 
tard, one tablespoonful of chutney, a little 
lemon juice, a good pinch of cayenne, and 
some salt. Bake in the oven for five or six 
minutes and serve as hot as possible. , 
DEVILED EGGS.—Boil four eggs_ for 
twelve minutes; take out the yolks, make 
them into a paste with one ounce of butter. 
a little cayenne, and salt.” Fill each half of 
the whites with the mixture and pour over 
them a thick, brown gravy mixed with a 
dessertspoonful of French mustard and two 
tablespoonfuls of Worcestershire sauce. 
DEVILED KIDNEYS.—Broil the kidneys 
in the usual way, and when half cooked 
score them with a knife and put into the cuts 
a little mustard, cayenne, and salt: finish 


broiling them. Put them on smal! squares 


of hot buttered toast and keep them hot. 
Put a small lump of butter, mixed with 
chopped parsley, into the center of each. 
Stir the gravy that has run from the kid- 
neys over the fire, with a squeeze of lemon 
juice. Pour over the kidneys. and serve hot. 
DEVILED SARDINES.—Skin and bone 
six sardines; divide them into fillets; spread 
the fillets with a paste made of butter, one 
teaspoonful of dry mustard, one Jeaspoonful 
of flour, ohe teaspoonful of grated Parmesan 
cheese, a little salt, and cayenne, well mixed: 
Toss the fillets up in a little butter. and 
serve on fingers of dry bread.

To Flavor an Apple Pie.—Save al! lemon 

rind, dry it in the oven, grate and storein an 
air tight tin. A little of this added to an 
apple pie gives a delicious flavor. 
' How to Make Invalids- Tea.—Make tea 
for an invalid with boiling milk instead of 
boiling water. It is much nicer and much 
more digestible if the milk really boils. 

Tar on Dress Materials.—To remove tar 
from any dress materials, cover the space 
with a little butter; let it stand awhile, then 
sponge off with warm water and soap. 

To Clean Black Lace.—First wash in 
weak tea, rinsing afterwards in a second 
lot. Then wring out, lay between two pieces 
of black material, and iron with a moderate- 
ly hot flatiron till dry. , 

Onions for Steaks.—Before frying 
onions for steak, etc., parboil them first, 
and they will not curl up, but fry a golden 
brown, instead of the indigestible black, 
shriveled chips one so often sees. 

A Hint About Threading Needles.— 


If you find a difficulty in threading your 


needle, try holding it in front of a piece of 
white paper. This shows up the eye, andthe 
needle is much easier to thread. 

Kind Inquiries.—When an acquaint- 
ance is ill you should call at her house, in- 
quire of the servant how she is, and leave 
your card. On her recovery, she will send 
out her card to all who have called, the words 
*‘ with thanks for kind inquiries "’ engraved 
or written upon it. She is then supposed to 
be ready to recéive visitors. 

Sauces.—Should be served as soon as 
possible after they are made. The flavor is 
spoiled if they are kept. 

An Old Steel Pen.—If kept in your 
inkpot to absorb the acid, will make the pens 
in daily use wear better. 

Hot Water Cans—Should always be 
turned upside down after use. It is the tiny 
drop of water left standing in the bottom 
that causes rust, and holes soon follow. 

Carron Oil.—Which should always be 
kept ready to use in case of burns, is made 
of equal parts of linseed oil and lime water. 

White Fur—Can be cleaned by rub- 
bing with sawdust moistened with benzoline; 
but the benzoline must not be used near a 
light or fire. 

When Cleaning Plate—Mix the whit- 
ing occasionally with a little gin or whisky 
and water, and you will get a far better polish 
than if water alone is used. 

Clean White Corsets—By scrubbing 
with a lather of soap, ammonia, and warm 
water, afterwards thoroughly rinsing. Steel 
should be removed first, or iron molds will re- 
sult. 

Colored Flannel Blouses—Should, if 
possible, be put through a wringer after 
washing. A small rubber.wringer to fasten 
on to any tub can be bought. , 

To Avoid Chapped Hands—Keep a box 
of oatmeal always at hand, and dust them 
over with it every time you wash your hands. 
Imperfect drying is the most frequent cause 
of chaps. 

Brushes and Brooms — Should be 
washed periodically, and the handles, if un- 
polished, thoroughly scrubbed. Dirty brush- 
es and handles give a slovenly appearance to 
any house. 

Coffee—If made and stored in a well 
corked bottle, will keep perfectly fresh and 
nice. But when itis to be served without milk 
it should always be freshly made.

‘AGGRESSIVE SUPPORT WANTING 
UNTIL NEAR CLOSE. 


Net Losses in Sugar, Amalgamated, 
and Steel Preferred Lead to Con- 
clusions of Préfit Taking—Consid- 
erable Buying for London Account, 
but No Selling—Pennsyivania Act- 
ive and Displaying Considerallie 
Strength. 


[BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. ] 

NEW YORK, Jan. 27.—[{Special.]—Irregu- 
lar and dull most of the day, the stock mar- 
ket closed with the same show of strength 
that was displayed in the last hour Tuesday. 
Aggressive support, which had been want- 
ing most of the day, reappeared just as the 
market was about to close. Most of the 
day’s net gains resulted from this firm ad- 
vanee. The net losses in such stocks af 
Sugar, Amalgamated, and Steel preferred, 
while the rest of the list advanced, led to 
the conclusion of more or less extensive 
yrofit taking in these stocks under cover of 
strength elsewhere. 


All told about 25,000 shares were bought 
for London account, there being practically 
no selling from that source. Prominent 
among the stocks bought for. London are 
several of those which showed the largest 
gains of the day—Chesapeake and Ohio and 
Norfolk and Western. The upward move- 


“ment in these two stocks is said to have 


been started by foreign buying, but it is to 
be recalled that the recent advance in af 
least one of these issues is ascribed to the 
activities by the speculative element at pres- 
ent dominant in the market. Among the 
reports current are several to the effect that 
the recent listing of Baltimore and Ohio in 
Berlin will be followed by the listing of 
several other stocks. These reports are used 
as bull arguments for the stocks concerned, 
two in particular being Atchison and Chesa- 
peake and Ohio. The strength which Balti- 
more and Ohio has shown since it was added 
to the Berlin list is suggested as a standard 
likely to be followed by any other stocks 
that may be introduced in the same market. 
It is the opinion of many bulling stocks that 
such a theory is apt to be overdone. 

Pennsylvania was active and at one time 
showed decided strength. After selling as 
high as 123% it dropped back to 1225, its 
net gain being Gne-quarter of a point. At 
123 there seemed to be a large amount of 
stock for sale just as there previously has 
been at 120. During the day reports of a 
Gould-Pennsylvania settlement were furthér 
discussed. In some quarters it is said that 
negotiations’ looking to the adjustment of 
questions at issue have been discontinued. 
This report is said to be unfounded.

The insurance superintendent of Illinois in sen4d- 
ing out applications for company licenses this 
year demands an affidavit to the effect that suits 
will not be transferred from thestate to the federal 
court umder penalty of having a license revoked. 


Fire insurance companies will likely pay back 
taxes to the Wisconsin insurance department on 
reinsurance premiums under protest. It has been 
the custom to deduct reinsurance premiums in or- 
der to obviate double taxation. The Wisconsin 
commissioner, however, is sending bills for re- 
insurance taxes on premiums during the last four 
years. 

The executive committee of the Chicago Under- 
writers’ association met yesterday to consider fur- 
ther the revision of the schedules which when 
applied will eliminate the 10 and 3% per cent flat 
advance. The labor in getting out these sched-

Should this fail of 
a majority vote the president of the New 
York produce exchange shall decide.’ An- 
other suggestion that involves a change in 
the rules now in force here is that “ on all 
trades in which futures are to be given in 
exchange, buyer shall be allowed the day 
of trade and the following business day to 
close out the futures free of commission." 


“New Yorkers are inclined to be bearish 
on wheat," said Julius Barnes, the Duluth 
shipper, who came here from the east yes- 
terday, ‘‘ because they are under the infiu- 
ence of the foreign situation. They are 
hoping for an increased speculative trade as 
the result of the adoption of the new con- 
tract grades, but the question is yet to 
answered, of course, if they have not made 
their. market so attractive to the seller that 
buyers will keep out of it: One result of the 
new rule is, I think, that wheat will more 
generally be held at Buffalo, instead of being 
shipped to New York. It will always be de- 
liverable at New York at only %c penalty, 
and as long as it is at Buftalo shippers will 
have the choice of a variety of routes or 
avenues for disposing of it, whether for do- 
mestic use or for export. We have made 
some sales from Duluth for spring shipment 
to eastern millers, but I know of no demard 


for export. I have been away for ten days, 


and am interested in finding out whether the 
falling off in the northwestern receipts is 
only temporary or is the result of the short- 
age in the crop up there, which we have all 
been preaching. It seems a certainty that 
the northwestern mills will have to have at 
least 10,000,000 bu of winter wheat to grind 
this year, and if recent estimates of the re- 
serves in Kansas are correct the northwest- 
ern and Kansas mills wi.. grind about all 
there is left there. There does not seem to 
be any letup in the milling demand. It looks 
as though we had not been allowing enough 
for the increased consumption in this coun- 
try, while it is probable, too, that we have 
been overestimating the crops the last few 
years by not taking sufficiently into account 
the increase in acreage figures made by the 
department of agriculture to get in line with 
the census figures. I predict that within ten 
years this country will import wheat, the 
result, of course, of too liberal exports during 
the first rush on the crop and the necessity 
of bringing some of it back.”’

It 
is all a question of price. Fat backs, which 
have been cut for meats, will go into the 
rendering tank with lard at a sharp premium 
over meats. Already the advance in lard 
seems to have checked’ consumption; dis- 
tributers cannot get within %c a Ib of the 
price the futures have reached, Swift, the 
largest ‘distributer in the trade, ran a deal 
last fall with Armour not delivering him 25v 
tes. There was a shortage of 100,000 tcs 
and it was all delivered, practically. What 
is likely to happen with those big houses 
making lard and delivering it? The bulls 
will get all the lard they buy, even if it should 
be 200,000 tcs."’ 

Eastern millers seem. to be coming after 
the local stocks of No.1 northern. The 
Washburn-Crosby people, who have a mill 
at Buffalo, are said to own half the stocks 
at that point.
